ish Empire on Armistice Day. 
• "When the second world war be- 
gan .claiming American lives, the 
poppy, quite naturally, became the 
symbol of these added sacrifices 
for the nation. The largest part

Summer School 
Classes to 
,< I 


Start May 27 


The first term of 
summer 
school for junior and senior high 
school students will begin May 
27 at 8 o'clock and will end 
July 5. C l a s s e s will 
end 
each day at noon. Each student 
attending will be enrolled in 
not more than two 
subjects. 


Each 9th-12th subject has a two 
lour period and each 7th-8th 
subject has a one hour period. 
The seconia' session will open 
July 8 and continue until August 
). The number of subjects and 
the periods will be the same as 
in the first term. 
The subjects offered are: all 


7th and 8th grade subjects; 9th- 
12th English, 
World 
History. 
American History, 
commercial 
work, Algebra I and II, anc} 
Plane Geometry. Other subjects 
will be offered if there is a de- 
mand for them. 
The tuition for the seventh, 


and eighth grade students 
for 
one term is seven dollars and 
fifty cents for one subject, or 
twelve dollars aad fifty cents 
f9r two subjects; for both terms, 
fifteen dollars for one subject 
or twenty-five dollars for two 
subjects. The fee for high school 
students for one term is ten 
dollars for one subject or sev- 
enteen dollars and fifty 
cents 


for two subjects; for both terms, 
twenty dollars for one subject 
or thirty-five dollars for 
two 
subjects. 


By attending a full session oE 
summer school a student is en- 
abled to obtain two full units. If 
he attends only one term, he , 
can complete one-half unit on 
each or two subjects. Those 
students who are retarded in 
their work are encouraged to go 
to summer school. Students are 
not encouraged to attend merely 
in order to rush through school 
or to avoid taking the 
same 
subjects for nine months 
the 


next school year.

had explained thai he was indis- 
pensable as a foremost leg alau- 
thority in drafting the country's 
proposed new constitution. 


Tne Japanese foreign liaison of- 
fice said it regarded both Nasu 
and Iwata as ineligible, but hoped

A painful nerve in an nrm or leg 
may 
result from 
an injury in 


which only n part of the nerve 
Is destroyed. This condition, called 
causnlgln, Is most common follow- 
ing military injuries, because of 
their destructive nature. 


Patients with causalgia usually 
say that the pnin started immed- 
iately after the injury, although 
a 


few hours or days may intervene 
in some cases. The pnin, which is 
distributed over that part of the 
extremity supplied by the sensi- 
tive portion ol the nerve, is vari- 
ously described as throbbing, ach- 
ing, 
knife-like, stabbing, burning, 


twisting, and crushing. 
After it 
develops it docs 
not cease, al- 


though it may vary in severity. 
In most cnscs, the severest pain 


is felt during the day, although 
some patients complain most of 
night pain.

A painful nerve in an nrm or leg 
may 
result from 
an injury in 


which only n part of the nerve 
Is destroyed. This condition, called 
causnlgln, Is most common follow- 
ing military injuries, because of 
their destructive nature. 


Patients with causalgia usually 
say that the pnin started immed- 
iately after the injury, although 
a 


few hours or days may intervene 
in some cases. The pnin, which is 
distributed over that part of the 
extremity supplied by the sensi- 
tive portion ol the nerve, is vari- 
ously described as throbbing, ach- 
ing, 
knife-like, stabbing, burning, 


twisting, and crushing. 
After it 
develops it docs 
not cease, al- 


though it may vary in severity. 
In most cnscs, the severest pain 


is felt during the day, although 
some patients complain most of 
night pain.

The more severe vari- 
eties, however, require a surgical 
operation on the sympathelic ner- 
ves in Ihe back, in which those 
supplying the affcclcd parl are cul. 
Temporary relief from pain may 


be oblained 
by blocking oul the 
nerves with injections of procaine. 
Pain relief may also follow an 


operation on the affected nerve in 
which a nerve tumor which has 
formed at the poinl of injury is 
removed.
